2*  I  was  appointed  Commander  of  tbs  find  Independent  Defense  Infantry 
Battalion  in  Manchuria  on  iiugust  1st,  I931,  and  arrired  at  »»ukdon  on 
^ust  23rd,  remaining  there  at  ay  post  until  May  1932*  On  arriving  at 
Mukden,  1  found  the  anti-japaness  movemnt  and  particularly  traffic  obst¬ 
ructions  to  the  ft>uth  Manchurian  Bailway  were  more  serious  than  what  I 
had  heard  in  Japan*  iilso  tbs  relationship  between  the  Chinese  and 
Japanese  troops  was  getting  acute  and  the  situation  was  such  that  acne 
serious  trouble  might  occur  at  any  moment* 
ttider  these  oiremstances,  I,  who  had  the  responsibility  for  guard¬ 
ing  the  railroads,  believing  the  following  to  hA  very  important,  constantly 
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brought  it  to  the  attention  of  any  aubordlnatas*

Defence  Battalian*  bc'  predsoesscr  told  tio  tivat  on  May  loth*  in  the 


neighborb  od  of  F£IT*.YINa,  one  Cl^ineoe  soldier  from  a  unit  of 
Chinese  troops  on  their  way  back  from  a  aa.rch  attanpted  to  wreck 
trains  by  piling  stones  on  the  rallriad  track  right  under  the  noses 
of  Japanese  imizols*  The  then  CvrikOander  of  tho  Icdapendent 
Qerrlaoni  Lt»  Gen,  TORI  gravely  warned  the  Chief  Chinese  officer 


that  if  -each  should  ever  happen  again*  serious  results  might  occur 
and  that  the  Chinese  would  be  held  reeponsible  in  such  an  eventuality* 
He  also  infortnod  ao  of  other  matters  as  that  the  Chinese  had  obstruct*, 
ed  Japanese  school  children's  school  attenianoo  and  assaulted  and 
raped  Japenese  women. 

In  September*  Chinese  troops  became  increasingly  aetlve* 

They  practiced  firing  with  live  anmunition  near  our  becrracks  with 
Intent  to  threaten  Japanese  troops  and  ccnairucted  sbilter-trenohes 


aa  that  they  could  easily  attack  the  Japer.ess  area* 

3»  on  tho  evening  of  Sept.  I8tb*  I  t'ae  invited  out  to  a  dinner  party 
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had  ordered  aa  emergency  call  to  the  ist  ana 

fore  aeked  him  whether  it  wae  an  en^rgenoy  call  for  praotioe  (for  I  had 
ordered  the  weekly  aconaodont  to  hare  emergency  call  practicee  occa- 
aiooSX^)),The  weekly  OooiBQDdaat  replied  that  it  wae  not  and  told  me 
ihat  tfc.  3rd  Ccnpaty.  had  olaehed  with  Ohlnoee  troops  in  BIT^INO, 
and  wee  in  the  midst  of  bitter  fighting  at  the  wary  moment.  The  ‘ 
eoeBy'o  military  strength  wae  more  than  10,0CX>  against  which  ours  was 
but  600  uore  or  less  including  the  company  at  JUaHUN,  all  lacking 
sufficient  supplies  and  eauipmant,  being  short  of  helmets  and  grenades 
Uoreower  the  main  forces  that  could  bo  used  in  fighting  wore  mostly 
now  conscripts  who  wore  just  finishing  their  first  phase  of  training. 
Aui  now  that  thii^s  had  cons  to  such  a  pass,  1  decided  that  there 
could  bo  no  altematiwo  but  to  fight.  So  1  ordered  the  let  and  4th 
Cctnpenles  who  were  at  the  barracks  to  bo  dispatched  and  the  2nd 
Ocmpaiv  in  WSHDN  to  embark  on  trains  and  to  proceed  to  lIOTIaOKCU 
imnediately.  In  the  meantime,  I  asked  the  Mukden  Station  to  get  some 
trains  ready,  wiirespectiwe  of  kind  or  type  Before  thi»  I  reported 
ny  deoiaton  as  oemnander  of  the  Independent  Dafonso  yoroh  Hr  telebbono 
Col.  HlfluT...  Commander  of  the  29th  Inf.  Begt,  station-id  in  IhiWen 
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fightingi  they  succeeded  in  occupying  almoet  all  or  ir-xiinoixu  ouow. 

3,30  a.jn.  of  the  19th.  It  was  then  that  the  a»d  Coropany  la  FUSHIW  . 

at  last  arrived.  The  Oanpany  Connnander,  was  not  fully  equipped,  and 
vae  merely  carrying  his  sword.  It  is  a  railway  Journey  of  one 
hour’  and  a  half  from  FUSHUN  to  Mukden,  b*t  this  Cknnpany  was  only 
able  to  finally  arrive  4  hours  after  it  had  received  order  from 
the  Battalion. 

7.  on  tho  morning  of  Sept.  19th,  a  platoon  leader  of  the  3rd  Company 
let  Lt,  K*i.i*'0T0  told  me  that  on  Sept.  l8th  he,  1st  It.  ICiT/MOTC. 
of  the  3rd  Company,  was  training  patrols  on  the  railroad  near  PEITAYINO 
iibout  ten  o'clock,  as  he  was  walking  southward,  passing  be  the 
brick-burning  yard,  five  ot  six  hundred  metres  south  of  PEITiiYING, 
be  heard  an  explosion  behind  him.  He  started  retracing  his  way 
back  immediately  and  saw  several  Chinese  troops  blowing  up  the 
railroad  and  running  toweurd  FEITAYINO.  He  iimediately  ordered  his 
subordinates  to  attack  them.  It  vaa  then  that  they  received  consider¬ 
able  fire  from  Kaoliang  field  (stretching  to  the  banks  of  the
